Young, chairman of the committee on pub-

Not Guilty, 
' 


I'rriHiiuno, January 2i.—At leu thb murn 


lug the jury in the great Nutt trial returned a 
verdict of not guilty on account of Insanity at 
the lime the act was committed. As early as 
7 o'clock the entrances to thesourt house were 
besieged by a crowd far exceeding Iu number 
the attendance at any day since the trial Uie 
doors were opened afrD o'clock aud tho court- 
room was soon rilled. Promptly at » 30 the 
court opened «"d the prison™ «as escorted to 
seat. Ills countenance wore a look of most pro- 
fouud anxlet}, now changing to one of con- 
fidence as words of encouragement were wills 
pered into his ear; again putting on an air of 
despondency as a thought that tho jury might 
perhaps find him guilty flitted across his 
mind. "The muscles of his face twitched ner- 
vously and other movements to day indicated 
milnd III at ease. Tho jury returned at 10 
o'clock. The silence was oppresshe. After 
the usual questions .he piisouut BUS oidcied 
to stand up,-but was so weak that he had to 
be assisted to his feet. The foreman then an- 
nounced » verdict of notsullty and the crowd, 
which with difflcalty was restraiaed during 
the day, gaie vent to their appro\alin loud 
cheers which an Immense crowd outside took 
up aud answered back and auother choor 
went up from thosu iusldo. 
Finally order 


was restored and tbe prisoner remanded to 
jail until to-mortow, when ho will be exam- 
ined by a eommlttee as to his present mental 
condition.

Nutt will take place to-morrow. Several ex- 
perts wUl be examined. His counsel express 
confidence that he will be releawd Tho 
hearing Is necessary to satisfy Uie court that 
be Is a proper Person to be at largo, The law 
on tiie subject Is very cleat and provides that 
when a person la acrjutlted of any oftouse by 
reason of insanity aud Uie j ury should so de- 
clare the court shall order him koptitibUict 
custody so long as, such person shall" be ot un- 
sound uilnd.

Tbe Lcadville smelters are not producing 


the ainount-ol bullion at prasout that they 
were during the month of December. The 
decraaie Is due to several causes, principally t 
scarcity ot lead ores. AH the smelters are 
running on very low I<*d charges, and one of 
tbe most extensive establishments In the city 
Is miking little more than a car load of bullion 
per diem. Tbe abaonoe, of lead ores is ascrib- 
ed to the low prices paid by the smelters for 
oies running fairly well In this metal. Tbe 
price paid by the smelters for the average ore 
Is about thirty cents a unit for the bad. The 
lead oon'«l ned la base bullion Is worth on board 
of cvs In tbis <-liy thirty-seven to thirty-aloe 
dollars per ton. Smellers claim the present 
prices of lead are artificial and unstable, and 
at present prices they are assuming great 
cbanuo. The market quotations received 
from NewYorr:, It Is alleged by the ameltera, 


• are nj«i«Jjr nominal figures, and It Is impos- 


sible to r«aMze at tbe rates quoted. All offers 
made by refiners are far below the tele&itpblc 
quotations of tbe east, freight added. This 
fact, together with the paucity of the market 
and tbe constant danger of a decline, 'have 
had the effect of Inducing smelters to move 
very caut|ously,and restricting their purchases 
of l-»d ore for tome time past. As a conse- 
quence the mines have been worked with a 
view to the production of d>y silver Oita, and 
at present we find a diminished production of 
lead ores, a scarcity t>t tli&so ores among tho 
smelters, apd mi inclination arnang both mines 
and smelters to avoid any large production of 
lead. The reeult Is that tbe leid production 
of Lcaiivllle has decreased about as pet cent. 
during the past few weeks, with no Im- 
mediate prospects ot « restitution of the for- 
mer yjeld.
